garden spots.

A Man W ho W o uld N o t Be K ing. 
After life’s fitful fev er J ules Gro s, jo ur­ 
nalist, co mpo ser o f co mic so ngs, and so me 
time president o f the shado wy republic o f 
Guiana, in So uth America, has died at 
Vanv es, a so utheastern suburb o f Paris. 
Gro s was an indefatigable glo be tro tter, 
and in the co urse o f his peregrinatio ns had 
taken no tes, which, when published in 
Paris, o btained fo r him due reco gnitio n 
fro m the Geo graphical so ciety . 
So me two 
y ears ago ano ther wandering friend o f his 
—M. Guigues—asked him to Inco me mo n* 
arch o f a slice o f No Man’s Land, o n the 
bo rders o f French Guiana and Brazil 
Gro s refused ro y al ho no rs, but declared his 
willingness to beco me president o f the re­ 
public o f Independent Guiana, as the small 
territo ry was po mpo usly called. 
The 
y o ung 
republic, 
therefo re, was 
started o n paper, a cabinet was fo rmed, 
M. Guignes being appo inted prime minis­ 
ter, and the Order o f the Star o f Co unani 
was instituted. 
Meanwhile pro tests were 
raised against the pro ceedings o f the wo uld 
be fo unders o f a new co mmo nwealth by 
the Brazilian aud 
Dutch go v ernments. 
Gro s was o rdered to giv e up his presidency 
by the French minister fo r fo reign affairs, 
and to return ho me. 
He did so , and what­ 
ev er semblance o f a republic was left to the 
nativ es o f Independent Guiana, o r Co u­ 
nani, was carried o n by M. Guignes, who 
o rganized a cabal against his o ld friend 
and chief. 
Gro s, ho wev er, did no t giv e up 
his dreams o f ambitio n, and succeeded, 
it is said, in o btaining the assistance o f 
so me English speculato rs, who o ffered to 
reinstate nim. 
Embarking o nce mo re fo r Guiana in a 
British v essel, Gro s, after a v o y age to the 
West Indies, was taken back to Euro pe. 
He returned to Paris and settled do wn in 
his little ho use at Vanv es, where he has 
just died in his six ty -seco nd y ear.—Lo n 
do n Telegraph.

W as h i n g t o n , Sep t. 24.—No president 
has ever had the op p ortunity to leave his 
imp ress up on the judiciary of the conn- 
try that has President Harrison in the 
less than three y ears he has been the 
chief m agistrate of the U nited States. 
Since becoming p resident he has ap ­ 
p ointed, or before he has been in office, 
three y ears will ap p oint, to ex isting 
vacancies forty -three life judicial offi­ 
cers, there being ninety -eight of these 
p ositions in the government. 
No p resident, not even G rant in his 
eight y eara? occup ancy of the p residential 
chair, and w ith the creation of the judi­ 
cial circuits, could m atch the record of 
President Harrison in three y ears. 
No 
allowance is made for the vacancies that j 
may occur in the three-eights of the ad­ 
m inistration y et to come, but the esti­ 
m ate, or rather the figures, are taken 
from the actual state of affairs now in 
ex istence. 
President Harrison has ap p ointed or j 
will ap p oint the following judicial offi 
-1 
cers: 
Two of the nine sup reme court 
justices; twelve of the nineteen circuit 
judges; eighteen of the six ty -three dis­ 
trict court judges; three of the five inter­ 
state commerce commissioners; seven of» 
the seven general customs ap p raisers; 
one of the five court of claims judges. 
All of those are life officers, and while 
the general ap p raisers and interstate 
commissioners are not designated as 
judges, their functions are as m uch ju­ 
dicial as any of the other judges. 
In 
addition to this there are five judges of I 
the land court whose term s do not con-1 
tinue after four y ears unless congress 
should so p rovide. 
But of the life offi­ 
cers in the judiciary it is seen that Pres­ 
ident Hai rison has an abundant op p or­ 
tunity to make a record which was of­ 
fered to no other p resident. 
There is a p ossibility that the p resi­ 
dent will have an op p ortunity to name 
at least one more sup reme court justice. 
If a Democrat should be elected p resi-' 
dent Justice Bradley would no doubt 
retire in tim e to give the p resident an 
op p ortunity to fill his p lace with a Re-, 
p ublican. 
Then if Cleveland should be 
elected it would not be surp rising to see 
Justice Field retire before he would 
take chances up on his death, and let 
Cleveland name his successor. 
The creation of the circuit court of ap -1 
p eals makes nine circuit judges to ap ­ 
p oint, and the admission of the new • 
states made six district judges of the 
eighteen vacancies which the p resident 
has filled. 
The board of general ap -j 
p raisers was created during his ad rn in is-; 
tration, so it is not all oecuring vacan­ 
cies that has given the p resident so, 
much to do w ith nam ing the judiciary 
of the country . 
A ttorney General Mil­ 
ler only the other day , in sp eaking of the 
ap p ointm ent of judges rep eated a rem ark ( 
made to him by the p resident when 
the m atter of filling some vacancies was 
first considered, when the p resident said j 
th at the judicial ap p ointm ents during 
this adm inistration would be nobody 's j 
p atronage, but selections would be made 
on account of the fitness of the men fori 
the p osition. 
No senator or set of sena­ 
tors could come aud demand the ap ­ 
p ointm ent of a U nited States judge as 
their p articular p lum, adding that these 
judges would last long after this adm in­ 
istration and the men who made it had 
p assed away , and their acts would be iii 
force for ages. 
During President Harrison’s adm inis­ 
tration twTo very old tim ers have p assed 
away who have occup ied the district I 
bench. 
The mail longest in judicial 
service was Ogden Hoffman, judge of 
the northern district of California. 
He 
was ap p ointed Feb. 27, 1851, bv Millard 
Fillmore, up on the recommendation of 
Daniel W ebster. 
He was only twenty - 
eight y ears old at the tim e of his ap p oint­ 
m ent. 
California had just been adm it­ 
ted into the Union and was a far off 
country . 
The y oung m an was the son 
of a celebrated law y er and seemed to I 
have caught the fancy of W ebster. 
At 
the tim e of his death he had been on the 
bench forty y ears. 
The other was Jam es M. Love, judge 
of the southern district of Iowa, ap p oint­ 
ed Feb. 21, 
1856, by Franklin Fierce. 
He saw thirty -five y ears’ service. 
The nex t in p oint of age of service is 
Rensselaer R. Nelson, judge of the dis­ 
trict of Minnesota. 
He was ap p ointed 
May 20, 1858, by 
Jam es Buchanan, 
when Minnesota was adm itted, and for 
thirty -three y ears he has held the scales 
of justice in that state. 
Judge Nelson 
now outran KS all judicial officers of the 
E 
overnm ent in p oint of service up on the 
ench. 
Following closely after him, however, 
is M atthew P. Deady , judge of the dis­ 
trict of Oregon, ap p ointed M arch 9 , 
1859 , also by Buchanan when the state 
was adm itted. He has thirty -tw o y ears’ 
service to his credit. 
These two are all 
that are left of the ante-bellum judicial 
ap p ointm ents, and it is understood that 
Judge Deady contemp lates retiring at 
no distant day , as he will be entitled to 
w ith the salary now allowed him. 
The judge longest in service since the 
w ar began is John J. Jackson, judge of 
the W est Virginia district, a 
Aug. 3, 1861, by President 
There was another ap p ointed in 1864 and 
still another in 1866, but comp ared w ith 
those whose names are mentioned they 
are com p aratively recent. 
W hen the sup reme court assembles 
for its October term there will be up on 
the wall another life-size 
bust of a 
chief justice who has p ast away . 
It 
will be an ex cellent m arble of Morrison 
R. W aite. 
At p resent there are six of 
these statues in the sup reme court room, 
and this new one will be the seventh. 
Chief Justice Fuller will have an op ­ 
p ortunity to gaze at the blank sp ace up ­ 
on the wall op p osite the p lace where 
W aite's statue rep oses and sp eculate as 
to how his waving locks and flowing 
m ustachios will look when, chiseled in 
cold m arble, it fills the eighth niche in 
the sup reme court room. 
There have been but eight chief jus­ 
tices of the sup reme court of the United 
States, and George W ashington ap p oint­ 
ed three of them . 
Since the y ear 1800 
only five chief justices have "been ap - 
S 
ointed. 
The first three, 
John Jay , 
ohn Rutledge and Oliver Ellsw orth, 
served the first ten y ears of the govern­ 
ment. 
The others, their term s of service and 
the p resident ap p ointing them are as 
follows: 
John 
M arshall, 
1801-1835, 
Roger Brooke Taney , 1836-1864, Jack ­ 
son; Salmon Portland Chase, 1864-1873, 
Lincoln; Morrison 
W aite, 
1874-1888, 
G rant; Melville W eston Fuller, 18

Cleveland. 
Justice M arshall served the 
longest, thirty -four y ears, and Justice 
Taney nex t, tw enty -eight y ears.

Ho w ab so lu tely essen tial it is th at th e 
flame o n th e “family altar,” as so me o n e 
n o t u n ap tly calls th e cen tral o p en ch imn ey 
aro u n d wh ich th e in mates o f th e h o u se 
ch iefly co n g reg ate, sh o u ld b u rn with a 
clear, stead y b rig h tn ess, u n d immed b y 
smo k e o r in ad eq u ate d raft o f air. 
Yet 
h o w o ften it o ccu rs th at th e v ery firep lace 
th at th e n ew h o u seh o ld er fo n d ly fan cied 
wo u ld b e th e cen tre an d attractio n 
of th e 
d wellin g h as p ro v ed to b e smo k y , cran k y 
an d alto g eth er u n man ag eab le—a ch imn ey 
th at mu st b e h u mo red , man ag ed , wo rk ed 
o v er an d h elp ed o u t with th is an d th at d e­ 
v ice fo r sto p p in g th e smo k y tu rn s to wh ich 
it is liable, until th e o wn er is fairly v ex ed 
to d eath o v er th e 
perversity wh ich really 
seems an in tellig en t malicio u sn ess an d 
fully accounts for th e kobolds and house­ 
hold spirits of the old leg ends. 
One very obvious and practical reason, 
however, for a smoky chimney is a crooked 
flue. Make it straig ht, rig ht up to the 
blue sky , and if there is no roofag e to in­ 
terfere y ou will never have any trouble. 
Your architect or builder will constantly 
tell y ou that to adjust itself to this or that 
bit of architecture y our flue may be car­ 
ried this way or that way with perfect 
safety and y et, in nine cases out o f ten, 
where this is done it will smoke. 
In one very handsome house that cost 
many thousand dollars the main chimney 
was thus carried away from its course to 
suit some picturesque ang le in the floor 
above, and every time a fire was lit in the 
noble fireplace in the g reat hall the whole 
house was filled with smoke, so that Anally 
the entire flue from the second story up 
had to be built over ag ain. This, of course, 
involved taking down almost the whole 
chimney . 
If however, it is simply impossible, as is 
sometimes the case, to run up a straig ht 
and perpendicular flue, reineml» er at all 
events that there must be no ang les, that 
the flue must be curved in the direction in 
in which it is to g o. 
Architects are frequently g reat ty rants 
In the matter of placing and construction 
of chimney s, and many a one who is build­ 
ing a new house has had to g ive up some 
cherished fancy about a particular ing le- 
nook on account of the pros and cons 
raised by the architect. “ We are g oing 
to build our house,” said a y oung woman 
to an old aunt of the family who lived in 
one of the few memorial houses left stand­ 
ing on the Hudson. 
“ We are leaving it 
all to Mr. R 
, our architect, but there Is 
one thing I wish to copy ex actly , and that 
is the g reat fireplace in the hall here.” 
And so she broug ht her architect, took 
all the measurements of the ample hearth 
and chimney seats and departed. A y ear 
later, when she was living in the com­ 
pleted house her aunt paid her a visit, and 
her first thoug ht on entering the hall was 
to look for the fireplace. There she saw a 
small tidy affair, pretty , it is true, but the 
very reverse of the dear old family g ather­ 
ing place in her own house. “ Why , Belle,” 
she said to her niece, “ where is y our fire­ 
place? ” “ I never g ot it, after all,” pouted 
the other, half laug hing . “ Mr. R 
g rad­ 
ually talked me out of It, said this would 
be so much more in keeping , and so on, 
and now I have g ot what I do not want at 
all and have not g ot what I do want.” 
The number is leg ion of just such cases 
as this, and it is very seldom in building a 
house that one g ets just what he most de­ 
sires to have.—New York Tribune.

Dy nam ite Ex periments. 
A departure in firing dy namite or other 
hig h ex plosives in a shell and from an or­ 
dinary g un has met with g reat success in 
Manchester, Eng land. 
Mr J . E. Bott is 
the inventor. 
Instead of the cumbersome 
machinery necessary to furnish the com­ 
pressed air to drive the projectile, Mr. Bott 
supplies a shell containing hig hly com­ 
pressed air in its rear portion. The g un 
used is a breechloading smoothbore. 
When the shell is entered, the action of 
firing forces a pin inward at the base of the 
shell, thus tearing a hole lo the retaining 
valve and liberating the compressed air. 
This drives the shell from the g un with 
wonderful force. 
It does not heat the g un, 
makes scarcely any noise, produces no 
smoke and has a g reat rang e, and the ab­ 
sence of fouling enables it to be used con­ 
tinuously . 
Such a combination of valuable qualities 
would seem to revolutionize all previous 
work in ordnance and the study of smoke­ 
less powder.—New York Recorder.

Bathing is a delig htful lux ury , and 
w hen it has been long indulg ed in is in­ 
dispensable to comfort; but, like other lux ­ 
uries, there are circumstances that should 
modify its use. 
It is too ex hausting for 
persons whose vitality is low and who need 
all their nervous energ y to carry on the 
functions of life. 
These should, as a substitute, rub the 
surface of t he body briskly with a piece of 
Turkish toweling wrung out of tepid wa­ 
ter, so as to be damp, but not wet. 
When 
they take a fall bath it should be in com­ 
fortably warm water. 
It may be either 
sea water heated, or water with sea salt 
added to it.—Indies’ Home J ournal.

Jerry R efit Fornv wm* In it muffle* 
Some ex traordinary rev elations hav e 
just 
been made at St. Petersburg as to the m an­ 
ner in which certain frontier fortresses re­ 
cently constructed, and, as it was sup­ 
posed, strengthened, hav e actually been 
built. It appears that ev en in this perilous 
field of enterprise the jerry builder has 
been reaping a rich harv est. 
A t two sep­ 
arate fortresses his frauds hav e been de­ 
tected. A commission of rev ision on in­ 
specting the walls of the celebrated strong­ 
hold Nov o Georgiev sh, formerly known as 
Modlin, and situated between W arsaw and 
the German frontier, found that the newly 
constructed outer walls were not more 
substantial than those of a piece of theat­ 
rical scenery. 
A thin outer layer of half bricks con­ 
cealed a hopelessly rotten fabric composed 
of the v eriest rubbish—grav el, brick dust, 
sand and chalk—the whole being utterly 
incapable of w ithstanding a cannonade by 
guns of the sm allest caliber. These facts 
hav ing been reported to the m inister of 
war, the chief constructor of the fortress 
was arrested aud tried by court m artial, 
but he escaped with so light a penalty as 
dismissal from the serv ice, it hav ing been 
prov ed that he suffered from a painful af­ 
fection of the eyes. 
The chief constructor 
of the fortress of Doubno, the other strong­ 
hold concerned, was not so fortunate. The 
fortress was inspected by the Grand Duke 
Nicholas shortly before his illness, and he 
found the walls built so contrary to the 
rules of m ilitary engineering tha t they 
were incapable of affording any real de­ 
fense against modern engines of war. 
In accordance with the report which he 
made to the emperor on the subject, an 
order was issued that the whole of the 
walls in question should be razed to their 
foundations and rebuilt. The chief con­ 
structor solv ed the problem of his own 
punishm ent by blowing out his brains, 
and all bis subordinates who were in any 
degree responsible were sent to Siberia. 
Ev ery endeav or has, of course, been made 
to keep these occurrences from the knowl­ 
edge of the public, but the facts of the case 
hav e come to hand through a thoroughly 
trustw orthy channel.—Leeds Mercury. 


Sun Spots. 
For sev eral years the sun has been in a 
quiescent condition, his surface being com­ 
parativ ely free from spots, and his prom in­ 
ences of comparativ ely infrequent occur­ 
rence and insignificant proportions. 
The 
great lum inary has been passing through 
his m inim um sun spot i>eriod; for the spot 
producing activ ity of the sun is gov erned 
by laws that the close observ ation of the 
last two centuries has interpreted, while 
observ ers are still groping after the cause 
of the spots themselv es. 
It takes about elev en years to complete 
a sun spot cycle, though the interv als are 
irregular. 
Each cycle includes a m ax i­ 
mum and a m inim um period, which are 
also irregular. 
The spots v ary greatly in 
number. 
During some cycles the sun’s 
face is nev er free from them ; duringothers 
it is unm arred for days, and ev en for 
months. As the last m ax im um period oc­ 
curred about 1881-”, it is tim e to antici­ 
pate a recurrence of solar activ ity, and re­ 
cent observ ations show tha t the activ ity 
has already begun. 
Enorm ous fluctuations are taking place 
on the surface of the sun, and will be fol­ 
lowed for the two or three coming years by 
spots of ev ery v ariety. There will be normal 
spots, consisting of an um bra and penum­ 
bra, and spots irregular in form or gather­ 
ed in groups. The sizes of the spots v ary 
from 500 miles to 50,000 miles or more, and 
they are often large enough to be v isible 
to the naked eye. They may last for a few 
days, or for weeks or months. 
Their dis­ 
tribution is mostly confined to two zones 
on the sun’s surface, between 5 degs. and 
40 degs. of latitude north and south. 
O ther signs of solar agitation follow in 
the wake of the sun spots. 
Gigantic solar 
eruptions, known as rosy protuberances, 
rise from the sun ’s border, like tongues of 
flame, sometimes to the height of hundreds 
of thousands of miles. The earth bears 
witness to the disturbed state of the sun, 
for auroras flash in the heav ens, m agnet­ 
ism reaches its greatest point of oscilla­ 
tion and electricity takes on its most brill­ 
iant m anifestations.—Y outh’s Companion. 


Gruff Ben B utler. 
B utler has a great law practice, and 
many irons in the fire besides—his bunt­ 
ing factory, his granite quarries, and so 
on and so forth. 
But much of his law 
practice is made up of desperate cases, 
such as those claims before the court of 
claims which no one else will undertake, 
and in which the compensation is all con­ 
tingent upon success. 
Besides, like other 
men w ith many irons in heating, he can­ 
not keep them all white hot, and loses 
ev ery now and then on one of them . 
Then, too, he is one of the m ost generous 
and charitable of men.

N aturally, w ith all his shrew d­ 
ness, he is deceiv ed by the designing, and 
loses more money in this way than m ost 
people giv e away. 
Unless his forthcom ing 
“ Reminicences” yield a large sum, B utler 
will not leav e a large fortune behind him.

C o m m issio n . 
A v ery wonderful collection of anim als 
tha t liv e in the w ater is at present being 
m anufactured by the United States fish 
commission for ex hibition at the W orld’s 
fair in Chicago. Somewhat less than 500 
specimens will illustrate the food and 
other economic fishes and reptiles of this 
country, each one representing a species. 
Two ex perts, said to be the most skillful 
men liv ing in this line ogwork, are engaged 
in turning out counterfeit representations 
of things scaly and finny in the utm ost 
imaginable v ariety. 
The ex traordinary thing about these 
products is that they not only look but feel 
like the real creatures which they im itate, 
the v ery substance being to the touch so 
like flesh itself that it is difficult for any 
one who handles the objects and ex amines 
them closely to realize that he is not deal­ 
ing with the anim als themselv es. So amaz­ 
ingly well are they painted that their hues 
are the v ery tints of nature. 
For ex ample, 
you can take a frog in your hand, pinch 
him and adm ire the beauty of his coloring 
w ithout being able to distinguish him from 
an actual batrachian just killed. 
The secret of this art, which is quite a 
new one, lies m ainly in the composition 
employed as a m aterial. 
Its basis is glue. 
The operator first takes the fish to be imi­ 
tated and makes a plaster mold from it in 
the ordinary fashion. Then he places a 
wooden core inside the mold—a flat piece 
of plank of the same general shape serv es 
usually for the purpose, the object being 
to giv e stiffness to the finished result—and 
pours into the mold the melted compo 
aition. 
Eight or ten hours later the mold is 
opened, and a perfect counterpart of the 
fish, as to shape, is taken out. 
So adm ir 
ably are all the details reproduced that 
each scale is distinct. A fter the counter 
feit has been hung up to dry for a few 
days it is painted w ith oil colors in a man 
ner as near to nature as possible, a fresh 
specimen not long out of w ater being used 
for a copy. This done the thing is fin­ 
ished. In the process of molding stiffen­ 
ing is giv en to the fins and tail with ordi­ 
nary wire mosquito netting. 
The fishes required for molding and copy­ 
ing with colors are being sent to W ashing­ 
ton as fast as required from the v arious 
stations of the fish commission all ov er the 
country. 
Most of them at present are be­ 
ing obtained from Wood’s Holl. 
It may 
be that the ex perts will be obliged to go 
themselv es to Galv eston, San Francisco 
and elsewhere in order to secure fresh sped 
mens from the gulf, Pacific and lake 
waters. 
Those forwarded hither are wrapped in 
cloths as quickly as possible after being 
captured and packed in ice for shipm ent 
Some superb bullfrogs hav e just arriv ed 
from southw est Missouri. They are two 
feet in length. Turtles of ev ery edible 
v ariety will also be shown in the collection, 
including the v arious terrapins, the snap 
per, the green turtle and others. 
In m ak­ 
ing models of t hem the shells and beaks of 
the anim als themselv es are utilized. About 
a dozen kinds of snakes which are destruc­ 
tiv e to fishes will be represented inciden 
tally. 
Lobsters, crabs and other crustacea will 
likewise be shov gn. Some giant crayfishes 
nearly a foot long hav e come in with the 
big frogs from the Ozark region.—W ash 
ington Letter.

Griso n was ex quisitely rendered by Pro fee 
so r H enry By re Bro wne, and the service 
clo sed w ith the m ajestic 
“C o ro natio n’’ 
hy mn. Dr. Talm age’s disco urse was o n “ The 
M arch o f C hrist T hro ugh the C enturies,” 
and his te x t Revelatio n x ix , 12, “ On His 
head were m any cro w ns.” 
May y o ur ears be alert and y o ur tho ughts 
co ncentrated and all the po wers o f y o ur 
so ul aro used w hile I speak to y o u o f “the 
m arch o f C hrist thro ugh the centuries.” 
Yo u say , “Give us, then, a go o d sta rt, in 
ro o m s o f verm ilio n and o n flo o rs o f mo ­ 
saic and am id co rrido rs o f po rphy ry and 
under cano pies dy ed in all the splendo rs o f 
th e setting sun.” 
Yo u can have no such 
b tarting place. 
A t the tim e o ur C hieftain 
w as bo rn there were castles o n the beach 
o f Galilee and palaces at Jerusalem and 
im perial bathro o m s at Jericho and o be­ 
lisks a t Cairo and the Pantheo n a t Ro me, 
w ith its C o rinthian po rtico and its six teen 
granite co lum ns, and the P artheno n at 
A thens, w ith its glistening co ro net o f tem ­ 
ples, and there were m o untains o f fine 
architecture in m any parts o f the wo rld, 
b ut no ne o f them was to be the starting 
place o f th e C hieftain I celebrate. 
A co w’s stall, a w inter m o nth, an atm o s­ 
phere in w hich are the mo an o f camels, 
and th e baaing o f sheep, and the barking 
o f do gs, and the ro ugh banter o f ho stelries. 
H e takes his first jo urney befo re he co uld 
w alk. 
A im ed desperado es, w ith hands o f 
blo o d, were ready to snatch him do wn into 
butchery . Rev. W illiam H. Tho m pso n, the 
veteran and belo ved m issio nary , who m I 
saw this last m o nth iii Denver, in his 
eighty -six th y ear, has described, in his vo l­ 
um e entitled, “The Laud aud the Bo o k,” 
Bethlehem as he saw it. 
W inter befo re last I w alked up and do wn 
th e gray hills o f J a r a lim esto ne o n which 
the village no w rests. 
The fact th a t K ing 
David had been bo rn there, had no t d uring 
ages elevated the village into any special 
attentio n. 
The o ther fact th a t it was the 
birthplace o f o ur C hieftain did no t keep 
th e place in after y ears fro m special dis­ 
ho no r, fo r H adrian built there the Gro ve 
o f Ado nis, aud fo r o ne hundred and eighty 
y ears the religio n there o bserved was the 
m o st abho rrent debauchery the wo rld has 
ever seen. 
O ur C hieftain was co nsidered 
dangero us fro m the start. 
The w o rld had 
p ut suspicio us ey es upo n him because a t the 
tim e o f his birth the astro lo gers had seen 
stellar co m m o tio ns—a wo rld o ut o f its 
place and sho o ting do wn to w ard a cara 
vansary . 
S tar divinatio n was a science. 
A s late as the E ighteenth century it had 
Its vo taries. 
A t the co urt o f C atharine de 
M edici it was ho no red. 
Kepler, Sue o f the wisest philo so phers 
th a t the w o rld ever saw, declared it was 
a true science. 
As late as the reign o f 
C harles II, Lilly , an astro lo ger, was called 
befo re the ho use o f co m m o ns in England 
to give his o pinio n as to future events. 
F o r ages the bright appearance o f M ars 
m eant war; o f Jup iter, m eant po wer; o f 
th e Pleiades, m eant sto rm s at sea. 
And, 
as histo ry mo ves in circles, I do no t kno w 
b ut th a t after aw hile it may be fo und 
th a t, as th e mo o n lifts the tides o f the sea 
and th e sun affects the gro w th o r blasting 
o f cro ps, o ther w o rlds besides tho se tw o 
w o rlds may have so m ething to do w ith the 
destiny o f individuals and natio ns in th is 
w o rld. 
THE WITNESS OK HEAVEN’S HOST. 
I do no t wo nder th a t the co m m o tio ns in 
th e heavens ex cited the wise men o n the 
s igh t o ur Chieftain was bo rn. 
Aa he cam e 
fro m ano ther w o rld aud after thirty -three 
y ears was again to ex change wo rlds, it do es 
no t seem strange to me th at astro no m y 
sho uld have felt the effect o f his co m ing. 
A nd instead o f M ug unbelieving abo ut the 
o ne star th a t sto o ped I wo nder th a t all the 
w o rlds in the heavens did no t th a t C h rist­ 
m as nigh t m ake so me special dem o ustra 
tio n. 
W hy sho uld they leave to o ne wo rld 
o r m eteo r the Irearuig o f frbenew so f the 
hum anizatio n o f C hrist? W here was M ars 
th a t night th at it did no t indicate the 
m ighty w ars th a t were to co me between 
righteo usness and iniquity ? 
W here was 
Jup ite r th a t night th a t it did no t cele 
brate o m nipo tence 
incarnated? 
W here 
were the Pleiades th a t night th a t they did 
no t anno unce tile sto rm s o f persecutio n 
th a t wo uld assail o ur chieftain. 
In w atching this m arch o f C h rist th ro ugh 
th e centuries, we m ust no t w alk befo re 
him o r beside him, fo r th a t wo uld no t be 
reverential o r w o rshipful 
So we w alk be 
hind him. 
We fo llo w him while no t y et 
in his teens, up a Jerusalem terrace, to a 
building six hundred feet lo ng and six 
hundred feet wide, aud cinder the ho vering 
splendo r o f gatew ay s, and by a pillar 
cro w ned w ith capital chiseled into the 
shape o f flo wers and leaves, aud alo ng by 
w alls o f beveled m aso nry and uear a m ar­ 
ble screen, until a gro up o f w hite haired 
philo so phers aud theo lo gians gather aro und 
him , and then the bo y bewilders and co n­ 
fo unds aud o verw helm s these scho larly 
septuagenarians w ith questio ns they can­ 
no t answ er, aud under his quick why s and 
w hy fo rs and no wa aud whens they pull 
th eir w hite beards w ith em barrassm ent 
and rub th eir w rinkled fo reheads in co n­ 
fusio n, and, p utting their staffs hard do w n 
o n the m arble flo o r as they arise to go , 
they m ust feel Uke chiding the inkiness ? ^ 
, 
e 
th a t allo w s tw elve y ears o f » Ke to ask 
M o unt Calvary , 
seventy -five y ears o f age such puzzlers. 
O ut o f th is building we fo llo w him into the 
Q uaratitania, the m o untain o f tem ptatio n, 
its side to th is day black w ith ro bbers’ 
dens. Lo o k! 
Up the side o f this m o untain 
co m e all the fo rces o f perditio n to effect 
o ur C hieftain’s capture. 
B ut altho ugh 
weakened by fo rty day s and fo rty nights 
o f abstinence, he hurls all Pandem o nium 
do w n the ro cks, suggestive o f b*>w he can 
h url into helplessness all o ur tem ptatio ns. 
A nd no w we clim b right after him up the 
to ugh sides o f the “ M o unt o f B eatitudes,” 
and o u th e highest pulpit o f ro cks, the 
“Valley o f H at in befo re him, the Igike o f 
Galilee to the right o f him; the M editerra 
mean sea to the left o f him , and he preaches 
a serm o n th a t y et will transfo rm the w o rld 
w ith its applied sentim ent. 
No w we fo l­ 
lo w o ur C hieftain o n Lake Galilee. 
W e 
m ust keep to the beach, fo r o ur fee t are no t 
sho d w ith the supernatural, and we re­ 
m em ber w hat po o r w o rk Peter m ade o f it 
w hen he tried to w alk the w ater. 
C hrist o ur leader is o n the to p o f the to ss­ 
ing weaves, and it is abo ut half past three 
in th e m o rning, and it is the darkest tim e 
jus t befo re day break. 
B ut by the flashes 
o f ligh tning we see him p utting his feet o n 
th e crest o f the wave, stepping fro m crest » 


think a g ho st is striding the tempest, but 
he cheers them into placidity , sho wing him­ 
self to be a g reat Christ fo r sailo rs. And 
he walks the Atla ntic and the Pacific and 
Mediterranean and Adriatic no w, and if 
ex hausted and affrig hted v o y ag ers will 
listen fo r his v o ice a t half past three o ’clo ck 
in the mo rning o n any sea, indeed at any 
ho ur, they will hear his v o ice o f co mpaa 
Bio n aud enco urag ement. 
We co ntinue to fo llo w o ur Chieftain, and 
here is a blind man by the way side. 
It is 
no t fro m cataract o f the ey e o r fro m 
o phthalmia, the ey e ex ting uisher o f the 
east; but he was bo ro blind. “ Be o pened:” 
he cries, and first there is a smarting o f the j 
ey elids, and then a tw ilig ht, and then a 
mid no o n, and then a .sho ut. “ I see! I see! 
Tell it to all the blind, and they at least 
can appreciate it. And here is the wido w’s 
dead so n, and here is the ex pired damsel 
and here is la za rus! 
“ Live!” o ur Chief 
tain cries, and they live. 
Tell it thro ugh 
all the bereft ho useho lds; tell it am o ng 
the graves. 
And here aro und him gath er the deaf, 
and the dum b, and the sick, and at his 
w o rd they turn o n th eir co uches and blush 
fro m aw ful pallo w o f helpless illness to 
rubicund health, and the swo llen 
fo o t o f 
the dro psical sufferer beco mes fleet as a ro e 
o n the m o untains. 
The m usic o f the gro ve 
and ho useho ld w akens the deaf ear, and 
lunatic and m aniac return into bright in 
telligence, and the leper’s breath beco mes 
as sweet as the breath o f a child, and the 
flesh as ro seate. 
Tell it to all the sick, 
thro ugh all the ho m es, thro ugh all the bo s 
pitals. 
Tell it a t tw elve o ’clo ck at nig ht, 
tell it a t tw o o ’clo ck in th© m o rning; tell 
it a t half-past three, and in the last w atch 
o f the night, th a t J esus walks the tem pest. 
THE JEWISH MOB COMES. 
Still we fo llo w o ur C hieftain until the 
go vernm ent th a t gave him no pro tectio n 
insists th a t he pay tax , and, to o po o r to 
raise the requisite tw o do llars and seventy 
five cents, he o rders P eter to catch a fish 
th a t has in its m o uth a Ro m an state, 
w hich is a bright co in (and y o u kno w th a t 
fish naturally bite a t any thing bright), but 
it wras a m iracle th a t P eter sho uld have 
caught it a t the first hauL 
No w we fo llo w o ur C hieftain until fo r 
the paltry sum o f fifteen do llars Jud as 
sells him to his pursuers. 
Tell it to all the 
betray ed! 
If fo r cen tho usand do llars, o r 
fo r five hundred do llars, o r fo r o ne hun 
dred do llars y o ur interests were so ld o ut, 
co nsider fo r ho w m uch cheaper a gum the 
Lo rd o f earth and heaven w as surrendered 
to hum iliatio n and death 
B ut here, while 
fo llo wing him o n a spring night betw een 
eleven and tw elve o ’clo ck, we see the flash 
o f to rches and lanterns and we hear the 
cry o f a m o b o f nihilists. 
They are break 
ingin o n the quietude o f (J ethsemane w ith 
clubs—like a m o b w ith sticks chasing a 
m ad do g. 
It us a herd o f Jerusalem “ ro ughs” led 
o n by Jud as to arrest C hrist and punish 
him fo r being the lo veliest and best being 
th a t ever lived. 
B ut rio ters are liable to 
assail the w ro ng m an. 
Ho w were they to 
be sure w hich o ne was Jesus? 
“ I will kiss 
him ,” say s Judas, “and by th a t signal y o u 
will kno w o n who m to lay y o ur hands o f 
a rre st.” So the kiss w hich th ro ugh o ut the 
human race and fo r all tim e Go d intended 
as the m o st sacred dem o nstratio n o f affec­ 
tio n, fo r Paul w rites to the Ro m ans, and 
the C o rinthians, a nd .th e Thessalo nians 
co ncerning the “ ho ly kiss,” and Peter 
celebrates the kiss o f*charity , and w ith 
th a t co njunctio n 
o f 
lips 
Laban met 
Jaco b, and 
Jo seph 
met 
his brethren, 
and A aro n m et Mo ses, and Sam uel met 
Saul, and Jo nath an m et David, and O rpah 
parted fro m Nao mi, and Paul separated 
fro m his friends at Ephesus, and the father 
in the parable greeted the "returning pro di 
gal, and w hen the m illennium shall co me 
W eare to ld righteo usness and peace will 
kiss each o ther, aud all the wo rld is invited 
to greet C hrist as inspiratio n cries o ut, 
“Kiss the So n, lest he be angry and y e 
perish fro m the w ay ” —th a t m o st sacred 
dem o nstratio n o f reunio n and affectio n 
was desecrated as th e filthy lips o f Jud as 
to uched th e pure cheek o f C hrist, and the 
’ho rrid sm ack o f th a t kiss has its echo in 
th e treachery and debasem ent and hy po © 
risy o f all ages. 
As in December, 18 8 9, I w alked o n the 
way fro m Bethany , and at the fo o t o f 
M o unt Olivet, a half mile fro m the wall o f 
Jerusalem , thro ugh the G arden o f Gethsem- 
atie and under the eight venerable o live 
trees no w standing, th eir Ho mo lo gical an 
casto rs having been w itnesses o f the o ccur 
rences spo keu o f, the scene o f ho rro r and 
o f crim e cam e back to me, until I shud 
dered w ith the histo rical reminiscence. 
In furth er fo llo w ing o ur great Chief 
ta in’s m arch thro ugh the centuries, I find 
m y self in a cro wd in fro nt o f H ero d’s pal­ 
ace in Jerusalem , and o n a m o vable plat­ 
fo rm placed ujro n a tassel ated pavem ent, 
Po ntius Pilate sits. 
A nd as o nce a y ear a 
co ndem ned crim inal is pardo ned, Pilate 
lets the peo ple cho o se w hether it shall he 
an assassin o r o ur C hieftain, and they all 
cry o ut fo r the liberatio n o f the assassin, 
th us declaring they prefer a m urderer to 
the salvatio n o f the w o rld. 
P ilate to o k a 
basin o f w ater in fro nt o f these peo ple and 
tried to w ash o ff the blo o d o f this m urder 
fro m his .hands, but he co uld no t. 
They 
are still lifted, and I see them lo o m ing up 
th ro ugh all the ages, eight fingers and tw o 
thum bs standing o ut red w ith the carnage. 
Still fo llo wing o ur C hieftain, I ascend 
the hill w hich G eneral Go rdo n, the great 
English ex plo rer and arbiter, m ade a clay 
mo del o f. 
It is hard clim bing fo r o ur 
Chieftain, fo r he has no t o nly two 
heavy 
timbers to carry o n his back, the up righ t 
and ho rizo ntal pieces o f th e cro ss, b ut he
